Edmonton’s Metro Line saga 
devolved further Wednesday 
as the project’s embattled 
signalling contractor issued 
a critical statement that chal¬ 
lenged nearly every point the 
city made against it earlier 
this week. 

Thales Canada’s response 
clashed on multiple fronts 
with the project update city 
administration delivered to 
council Monday — includ¬ 
ing, as the company claims, 
the “so-called Tack of docu¬ 


mented evidence supporting 
safety certification.’” 

In the statement, Thales 
said the city “misrepre¬ 
sented” what has really hap¬ 
pened along the way to a 
16-month project delay. 

Transportation Manager 
Dorian Wandzura refused 
to comment Wednesday on 
who’s version of events is 
accurate. 

Wandzura expressed con¬ 
fidence that an independ¬ 
ent safety audit would clear 
things up quickly, presuming 
it is “as simple a problem to 
resolve as Thales claims.” 

Clarification also emerged 
Wednesday as Wandzura con¬ 
firmed Thales’ system is be¬ 
ing used already, as part of 
Metro Line training, and will 
be used when the line opens 
in an “interim” capacity on 
Sept. 6.

AHS docs 
indicate

Despite assurances from Health 
Minister Sarah Hoffman that 
patients wouldn’t notice de¬ 
lays after last week’s cancel¬ 
lation of a lab contract with 
AHS, new documents released 
by the official opposition may 
state otherwise. 

The documents suggest Dynal- 
ife, the private contractor of lab 
services, may not have a building 
to operate from in two years. 

“The current providers build¬ 
ing lease expires in 2017 and 
the landlord is re-developing 
the facility and will not renew,” 
reads an AHS document. 

Wildrose health critic Drew 
Barnes said this fact means it’s 
clear Hoffman’s assertion isn’t 
fulsome: “Alberta Health Servi¬ 
ces has been reviewing this for 
four years, so for the health 
minister to say she wants to go 
back to square one doesn’t make 
any sense,” he said. 

Last week, Hoffman halted 
an ongoing process that would 
have turned over much of the 
lab work for Edmonton and 
Northern Alberta to Australian 
company Sonic Healthcare. 

But Hoffman said the docu¬ 
ments don’t tell the whole stoiy. 

“We do need to expand the 
capacity, but the document 
doesn’t say that the only way 
to do that is through private 
delivery — and I think it is im¬ 
portant we take our time.”

Recovering and getting home 
were Susan Golciert’s top pri¬ 
orities when she had emer¬ 
gency surgeiy last August, and 
a new “elder-friendly”surgical 
unit at the University of Al¬ 
berta hospital is expected to 
help people like her do just 
that. 

Older patients have three 
times the amount of complica¬ 
tions after surgery as younger 
patients, stay twice as long 
in hospital, and a quarter of 
them stay more than a month. 

The hospital has received 
$750,000 to change that, 
tailoring its care for elderly 


than 140 of these study par¬ 
ticipants. 

She was in the hospital for 
three weeks after emergency 
surgery to remove her appen¬ 
dix, and said the specialized 
care helped her recover from 
complications quicker. 

“I do think it’s important to 
keep our seniors as independ¬ 
ent and mobile as possible,” 
she said. “This type of pro¬ 
gram will really help.” 

University of Alberta Asso¬ 
ciate Professor of Surgery Dr. 
Rachel Khadaroo said frailty 
and a patient’s overall condi¬ 
tion are the most influential 
factors in recovery, so an en¬ 
vironment tailored to their 
needs is crucial. 

“Our findings here will not 
only impact this patient popu¬ 
lation, but it can spread to 
other patient populations in 
other surgical areas,” Khada¬ 
roo said. 

“We’re hoping this actually 
improves patient outcomes, 
and ... getting patients back 
home to their families, where 
they want to be.”

Councillor worries drama 
has hurt city's reputation 

Coun. Scott McKeen is con¬ 
cerned the Metro Line has 
hurt people's confidence in 
their city. 

On Wednesday, McKeen 
said the transportation de¬ 
partment management of 
the project showed "dys¬ 
function," citing a lack of 
communication with coun¬ 
cil and the public. 

"I think things are 
changing in there," he said, 
giving credit to manager 
Dorian Wandzura for in¬ 
creasing oversight, "but 
there have been a few pub¬ 
lic embarrassments." 

That department, he add¬ 
ed, "have a responsibility to 
keep the public informed of 
what's going on. Whether 
it is the purchase of photo 
radar equipment, whether 
it's the Metro Line, whether 
it's the 102 Avenue Bridge, 
the public will remain confi¬ 
dent in the department and 
in the city and in council if 
we communicate well." 

McKeen said people 
"generally understand that 
things can go wrong," but 
not talking about issues 
until it's too late leads to 
people losing faith. 

"We have to win that 
back over time. When I say 
'We,' I mean the city cor¬ 
poration. I will suggest that 
council didn't know what 
was going on for a long 
time, but we still own this." 

Wandzura said he 
couldn't speak to the ad¬ 
ministration's actions be¬ 
fore he took the helm in 
2013, but today, the leader¬ 
ship team is "focused 
on being collaborative."

Thales says 
delays due 
to lack of 
understanding

City administration and con¬ 
sultants spent Monday point¬ 
ing a finger at Thales for Metro 
Line delays, but on Wednesday, 
Thales pointed one right back. 

The company responsible 
for the line’s signalling — the 
safety of which, the city says, 
still needs to be verified — re¬ 
leased a statement claiming it 
has been “misrepresented,” 
and that the city is sharing 
“misinformation” about the 
troubled fine. 

Thales refuted city claims 
that the company hasn’t pro¬ 
vided documented evidence 
supporting its safety certifi¬ 
cation, saying it provided “a 
complete Safety Case,” which 
“authorizes the system for 
operation.” 

The Thales statement also 
claims the city’s consultant 
didn’t endorse the system’s 
safety because of “a lack of 
understanding” or “any actual 
knowledge of the work.” 

Thales could not be reached 
for comment. 

That inability by the city’s 
consultant to judge the sys¬ 
tem’s safety is what Thales 
claims is behind the Metro 


Line’s now 16-month delay, 
rather than the company’s 
tardy delivery of safety cer¬ 
tification. 

“We have not been advised 
of any actual safety issue or 
deficiency in either the design, 
the implementation, or in the 
Safety Case for the system that 
we have provided,” Thales said. 

But Transportation Manager 
Dorian Wandzura refuted that 
point Wednesday, claiming the 


city advised Thales of “safety 
and operational concerns that 
needed to be addressed” in 
April — concerns that were 
confirmed during a major 
system failure in June, after 
Thales gave clearance for test¬ 
ing in May. 

“If Thales is confident in 
their safety certificate, our in¬ 
dependent audit process should 
be a one-day affair,” Wandzura 
said of the safety audit Rail 


Safety Consulting was hired to 
conduct. “We are hopeful that 
they can close this off in veiy 
short order, but until then we 
are focused on getting open for 
service in September.” 

But Wandzura dodged ques¬ 
tions of whether the city or 
Thales was right to assign 
blame. 

“Getting into a back and 
forth doesn’t help get the line 
into service,” he said. 


Thales 
signals to 
be used 

Thales released a statement Wed¬ 
nesday claiming it learned of 
Edmonton’s plan to launch the 
Metro Line in an “interim” cap¬ 
acity on Sept. 6 the way most 
people did — through the news. 

The company claims Edmon¬ 
ton didn’t provide a “description 
of the operation,” or inform it of 
“the extent (if any) to which the 
Thales system would be involved 
in that operation.” 

As a result, the company said 
Wednesday that it’s “unable to 
endorse or support this service,” 
as the description provided to 
council Monday “fails to make 
clear whether any portion of the 
Thales system will be involved.” 

But is the much-maligned sys¬ 
tem going to be used? 

Transportation Manager Dor¬ 
ian Wandzura confirmed Wed¬ 
nesday that it is — the system 
will be employed starting Sept. 
6, and has also been operating 
during training this week. 

“The gates are going down, 
things are operating as designed,” 
he said. 

Wandzura added the interim 
service, which will run trains at 
25 km/h rather than 50 km/h, 
will give operators more time 
to stop in an emergency or if 
something didn’t work. 

But Thales said this limitation 
implies “somehow the Thales 
system is safe at 25 km/h, but 
not above.” 

The company points out any 
speed a train travels on must be 
entered into and enforced by the 
Thales system. “This displays a 
complete lack of understanding,” 
the company said. “The speed is 
enforced the same way whether 
it is 25 km/h or at the line speed.”

ASHLEY MADISON 

If data turns 
out to be valid, 
Ottawa is top 
city for cheaters 

The apparent email addresses 
of hundreds of Canadian fed¬ 
eral, provincial and municipal 
government employees are con¬ 
tained in a massive leaked list of 
names purported to be users of 
Ashley Madison, a matchmaking 
website for cheating spouses. 

Ashley Madison does not send 
verification emails, meaning 
the accounts might not belong 
to actual users of the site and 
could simply be the work of 
disgruntled tricksters. Further, 
the data goes back to 2004, sug¬ 
gesting some email addresses 
may no longer be operational. 

In a statement, Toronto-based 
Ashley Madison’s parent com¬ 
pany, Avid Life Media, said it was 
actively monitoring and inves¬ 
tigating the leak to determine 


the validity of any information 
posted online. 

It did not immediately re¬ 
spond to a question about why 
people can register for Ashley 
Madison with unverified or fake 
email addresses. 

Federally, more than 170 ad¬ 
dresses associated with the Can¬ 
adian Armed Forces are on the 
list, and hundreds more from 
other departments and agencies, 
including justice, public works, 
the Canada Revenue Agency and 
the RCMP. 

At least one MP was registered 
by name. Several email address¬ 
es attached to the Senate were 
registered, although not under 
any sitting senators’ names. 

According to data on Ashley- 
Madison.com, there were more 
than 55,000 users on the website 
living in Ottawa in 2013, mak¬ 
ing it the most infidelity-friendly 
city in Canada. 

Hackers leaked the list after 
claiming Ashley Madison re¬ 
fused to bow to their demands 
to close the site.

Infidelity a bigger 
issue: Therapist 


Cheating can devastate any rela¬ 
tionship — but what to do with 
the remnants? 

If your spouse or partner 
might be cheating, confront, talk 
and be honest, “but not in an ac¬ 
cusatory way,” says relationship 
expert Kimberly Moffit, who 
heads KMA Therapy in Toronto. 

Cheating is a symptom of an 
underlying problem, she said — 
if you want to remain a couple, 
solve that. 

“Just because they signed up 
for a site, it doesn’t necessar¬ 


ily mean they had a physical 
affair,” she added, but that’s 
beside the point. 

Whether to believe one’s part¬ 
ner actually cheated would de¬ 
pend on individual situations, 
but a person’s name being on 
Ashley Madison is in itself a 
problem, Moffit said. 

Often, cheating — or the in¬ 
tention to cheat — is a result 
of neither party putting effort 
into a relationship or a series of 
unresolved disagreements, she

DATA HACKS 

Corporate security 
inadequate: Expert 


Canadians are clueless about the 
vast majority of corporate data 
hacks because the cost of reveal¬ 
ing a breach hits companies’ bot¬ 
tom lines harder than keeping 
consumers in the dark. 

Wednesday’s cyber attack on 
Toronto’s infidelity dating site 
Ashley Madison shone a spot¬ 
light on a risk that usually lurks 
in the shadows due to a lack of 
legal incentives to report hacks. 


“The security at Canadian or¬ 
ganizations today is inadequate,” 
said Claudiu Popa, CEO of cyber 
security firm Informatica Corp. 

“In Canada, we don’t have a 
law that is prescriptive enough 
to tell companies that they ab¬ 
solutely need to buy this or that 
type of technology.” 

Sometimes, he said, compan¬ 
ies don’t even know they’ve been

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Harper stays silent on Novak 


FRAUD TRIAL 

Still unclear 
if former aide 
will be fired 

Conservative Leader Stephen 
Harper is staying mum on the 
fate of Ray Novak after court 
testimony that his top aide had 
direct knowledge of the secret 
payment to cover Mike Duffy’s 
disputed expenses. 

Pressed about the issue Wed¬ 
nesday during a campaign stop 
in London, Ont., Harper side¬ 
stepped media questions about 
what Novak knew and whether 
his long-time confidante still has 
his support. 

“I’m certainly not going to 
comment on matters that are 
part of an ongoing court case,” 
Harper told reporters. 

On Tuesday, Duffy’s fraud and 
breach of trust trial heard that 
Novak was in the room when 
Nigel Wright, at the time Harp¬ 
er’s chief of staff, first told the 
prime minister’s lawyer Ben 
Perrin that he intended to give 
the embattled senator $90,000 
to repay the expenses. 

That statement contradicts 
the Conservative party’s version 


of events — that Novak was not 
in the loop on Wright’s deci¬ 
sion to personally pay Duffy’s 
expenses. 

The latest revelation puts a 
spotlight on Novak, who was 
promoted to chief of staff after 
Wright was forced out when 
his payment to Duffy became 
public in 2013. 

It also raises fresh questions 
about what Harper himself 
knew about the deal. The Con¬ 
servative leader has repeatedly 
said he had no knowledge that 
Wright himself had covered 
Duffy’s costs. 

Harper refused to respond to 
direct questions about wheth¬ 
er Novak had his support and 


would remain involved in the 
ongoing election campaign. 

Both the Liberals and New 
Democrats are calling on Harper 
to fire Novak and on Wednesday, 
Liberal leader Justin Trudeau 
urged the Conservative leader 
to “come clean” on the affair. 

“The prime minister has to 
start telling the truth to Can¬ 
adians,” Trudeau said Wednes¬ 
day morning during a campaign 
stop in Winnipeg. 

NDP Leader Thomas Mulcair 
also took aim Harper, saying the 
fact that Novak knew about the 
deal makes it certain that the 
Conservative leader also must 
have known.

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Liberals promise 
flexible work hours 


Under a Liberal government, 
one million employees would 
have the right to request flex¬ 
ible work hours to help them 
balance the demands of work 
and family, Justin Trudeau 
said Wednesday. 

Trudeau told a Winnipeg 
rally that, if elected this fall, 
his party would ensure all 
employees covered by federal 
labour law would have the 
legal right to ask their bosses 
for flexibility in their work¬ 
day start and finish times, 
as well as the ability to work 
from home. 

“The way Canadians work 
is changing. The way Can¬ 
adians live is changing,” he 
told about 200 supporters. 
“It’s about recognizing that 
we can increase the productiv¬ 
ity for Canadians and protect 
their quality of life in a way 
that will grow the economy.” 

A Liberal government 
would amend the Canada 
Labour Code and would also 
work with provincial and ter¬ 
ritorial governments to put 
the same rights into their 
own labour legislation, Tru¬ 
deau said. 

While employees would

have the right to ask for more 
flexible work hours, there is 
nothing in the Liberal plan 
that would require employers 
to grant the request. 

“The employee is allowed to 
ask and the employer needs to 
formally respond in writing 
to that request,” Trudeau said. 

A similar plan in the United 
Kingdom has shown that 
about 80 per cent of requests 
from employees for changes 
in work hours are eventually 
granted, he added. 

But NDP Leader Tom Mul¬ 
cair called the proposal “want¬ 
ing” and wouldn’t say wheth¬ 
er his party would support a 
similar initiative. 

“You’re going to be allowed 
to ask for flexible hours but 


your employer can say no,” 
Mulcair said during a stop 
in Surrey, B.C. “Well, that’s 
already the case today so I’m 
not too sure what they an¬ 
nounced, to be honest with 
you.” 

The Conservatives criti¬ 
cized the proposal saying 
the “entire ‘policy’ involves 
employers writing a letter.” 

“Justin’s announcement 
lacks any teeth or enforce¬ 
ability, and does not apply to 
the vast majority of workers,” 
the party said in an emailed 
statement. 

Dan Kelly, president of the 
Canadian Federation of In¬ 
dependent Business, said it’s 
not clear what the Liberal 
proposal would accomplish. 
Informal requests are made 
by employees across Canada 
already and are granted, he 
said. 

In fact, he said current 
labour law can stand in the 
way of such arrangements by 
binding the hands of employ¬ 
ers to pay overtime. By en¬ 
shrining the process in legisla¬ 
tion, Kelly said it could create 
more red tape.

Ex-sandwich 
pitchman may 
face up to 30 
years in prison 

Longtime Subway pitchman 
Jared Fogle agreed Wednesday 
to plead guilty to allegations that 
he paid for sex acts with minors 
and received child pornography 
in a case that destroyed his ca¬ 
reer at the sandwich-shop chain 
and could send him to prison 
for more than a decade. 

Prosecutors allege that Fogle 
knew the pornography had been 
secretly produced by the for¬ 
mer director of his charitable 
foundation, which sought to 
raise awareness about child¬ 
hood obesity and arranged for 
Fogle to visit schools and urge

children to adopt healthy eating 
and exercise habits. 

Authorities reviewed tens of 
thousands of text messages and 
emails as part of their inves¬ 
tigation into Fogle, who used 
“wealth, status and secrecy” to 
exploit children, U.S. Attorney 
Josh Minkler said. 

A tight-lipped Fogle sat in fed¬ 
eral court with his hands clasped 
and quietly answered “no” when 
the judge asked whether he had 
any questions about his rights. 

He is expected to enter the 
formal plea at a later date to 
one count each of travelling 
to engage in illicit sexual con¬ 
duct with a minor and distribu¬ 
tion and receipt of child por¬ 
nography. 

The agreement released by 
prosecutors said Fogle will pay 
$1.4 million in restitution to 14 
minor victims, who will each 
receive $100,000. 

He will also be required to 
register as a sex offender and 
undergo treatment for sexual 
disorders. 

The child-pom charge carries 
a maximum penalty of 20 years 
in prison. 

The count involving sex with 
a minor is punishable by up to

SOUTH AFRICA 

Pistorius early 
release withdrawn 


Two days before he was due to 
leave prison, Oscar Pistorius’ 
early release was suddenly put 
on hold Wednesday by South 
Africa’s Department of Justice, 
which sent his case back to a 
parole board. 

It was unclear when the 
board would be able to meet 
again, justice department 
spokesman Mthunzi Mhaga 
said, but it was unlikely a new 
decision could be made by Fri¬ 
day’s initially planned release 
date. 

Pistorius, the double-ampu¬ 
tee Olympic mnner, is serving 
a five-year sentence for man¬ 
slaughter for killing girlfriend 
Reeva Steenkamp in 2013. He 
was eligible to be moved from 
jail to house arrest after serving 
one-sixth of that sentence, or 10 
months, which is up on Friday. 

Wednesday would also have 
been Steenkamp’s 32nd birth¬ 
day, and her parents earlier held 
a beachside ceremony in their 
hometown of Port Elizabeth 
on South Africa’s south coast. 

In blocking Pistorius’ release, 
the justice department said he 
was approved for home cor¬ 
rectional supervision by par¬ 
ole officials in June, only eight 


months into his sentence. By 
law he should have served 10 
months of his sentence before 
his case could be reviewed, the 
department said. 

“It is apparent therefore that 
the decision to release him on 
21 August 2015 was made pre¬ 
maturely on 5 June 2015 when 
the offender was not eligible to 
be considered at all,” the justice 
department said in a statement. 

Spokesman Mhaga said “the 
decision of the parole board will 
have to be suspended” until 
the board can meet again for 
a fresh hearing. Justice min¬ 
ister Michael Masutha would 
now study Pistorius’ “profile” 
and the original parole-board 
decision, the department said. 

The earliest the board could 
now meet again would be Fri¬ 
day. 

The justice minister’s deci¬ 
sion to review Pistorius’ early 
release was “valid,” said Mannie 
Witz, a South African crimin¬ 
al-law expert, but continuing 
Pistorius’ detention could be 
challenged in court. The re¬ 
view would not affect Pistorius’ 
future eligibility for release, 
Witz said.

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Germany OKs bailout

Yes vote comes 
in nick of time 
for Thursday’s 
debt deadline 

Germany’s parliament over¬ 
whelmingly approved a third 
bailout for Greece on Wednes¬ 
day, removing the last hurdle 
to providing new loans to the 
country and keeping it from 
defaulting on its debts in as 
little as 24 hours. 

The vote’s result also dis¬ 
pelled speculation that Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel would 
have difficulty getting her 
conservative bloc to sign on. 
Lawmakers voted 453-113 in 
favour, with 18 abstentions. 

Along with an approval 
from the Dutch parliament, 
the German vote means Greece 
is cleared by European states’ 
parliaments to get the first in¬ 
stalment of its new 86-billion- 
euro ($95 billion US) three-year 
package of loans. 

The country needs the cash 
to make a debt repayment 
Thursday. 

The German parliamentary 
approval was never in doubt, 
but in a similar vote last 
month, 60 members of Mer¬ 
kel’s conservative bloc voted 
against. Some local media had 
speculated that as many as 
double that could rebel this 
time as Germans are increas-

ingly skeptical about giving 
Greece more money, but in 
the end only 63 from her bloc 
of 311 voted against. 

German Finance Minister 
Wolfgang Schaeuble, a senior 
member of Merkel’s Christian 
Democratic Party who has been 
one of the harshest critics of 
Greece, may have helped the 
cause, as he lobbied hard ahead 
of the vote for the passage of 


Greece’s third bailout in five 
years. 

Schaeuble told lawmakers 
that while voting in favour 
of the bailout wasn’t an easy 
decision for him, approval of 
the three-year loan package is 
“in the interest of Greece and 
the interest of Europe.” 

Germany is the largest single 
contributor to the bailouts, 
and many in Schaeuble’s party 


remain skeptical. Merkel’s 
coalition partner, the Social 
Democrats, and the opposition 
Greens also backed the deal. 

In the Netherlands, a ma¬ 
jority of lawmakers also gave 
its backing to the new Greek 
rescue after a heated debate 
in which Prime Minister Mark 
Rutte was attacked for reneging 
on an election pledge.

Canada’s largest oil refinery will 
announce details this week of 
what it calls the largest main¬ 
tenance project in the com¬ 
pany’s history. 

A notice from Irving Oil says 
the project, which will be re¬ 
vealed Thursday in Saint John, 
N.B., will be one of the largest 
private-sector investments in 
Canada this year. 

Premier Brian Gallant has 
been hinting for days that a 
major announcement is com¬ 
ing that could create thou¬ 
sands of jobs in southwestern 
New Brunswick. He said the 
Irving project is private-sector 
investment, without govern¬ 
ment funding. The Irving Oil 
refinery opened in 1960 and 
produces more than 300,000 
barrels of refined product each

Addyi, but with warning 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration has ap¬ 
proved the first prescrip¬ 
tion drug designed to boost 
sexual desire in women, a 
milestone long sought by 
a pharmaceutical industry. 


But stringent safety meas¬ 
ures on the daily pill called 
Addyi mean it will probably 
never achieve the sales of 
Viagra. The drug's label will 
bear a boxed warning — the 
most serious type — alert¬ 
ing doctors and patients to 
the risks of dangerously low 


blood pressure and fainting, 
especially when the pill is 
combined with alcohol. The 
same problems can occur 
when taking the drug with 
other prescribed medica¬ 
tions, including antifungals 
used to treat yeast infec¬ 
tions.

Trophy hunting actually 
helps lions like Cecil 



If you don’t know who Cecil 
the lion was by now, you’ve 
been living in a cave. Actually, 
even people in caves probably 
have Internet and know about 
Cecil, too. But they probably 
haven’t been hving near bons. 

Because in all the inter¬ 
national furor over Cecil, who 
was killed outside Hwange 
National Park in Zimbabwe in 
July, one important thing to 
know about lions has been for¬ 
gotten: Lions eat people. 

It doesn’t happen often, but 
it is a fact of life for people hv¬ 
ing in countries where Hons 
roam free. In Tanzania, where 
human population growth 
has squeezed habitat space for 
hons and depleted their usual 
prey animals, 871 people have 
been killed or wounded by 
hons from 1990 to 2005, ac¬ 
cording to the journal Nature. 


As such, hons aren’t the 
most popular neighbours. Zim¬ 
babwean academic Goodwell 
Nzou wrote in the New York 
Times that villagers, armed 
with machetes and spears, 
keep children indoors when 
they know a lion is in town. 

“In my village in Zimbabwe, 
surrounded by wildlife con¬ 
servation areas, no hon has 
ever been beloved, or granted 
an affectionate nickname. 

They are objects of terror.” 

Without the protection of 
the law, hons may be killed or 
driven out of the area to pro¬ 
tect children and livestock. 

Many wildlife management 
experts beheve trophy hunting 
encourages governments to 
protect hons as assets, rather 
than allowing villages to exter¬ 
minate them as pests. Accord¬ 
ing to one 2012 study, a single 
sport hunt brings $24,000 to 
$71,000 US into the local econ¬ 
omy. 

While the international 
media wrings its hands over 
Cecil’s death, driven by arm¬ 


chair outrage on social media, 
Africans shake their heads. 
Sub-Saharan African countries 
are impoverished compared to 
the West. Their wilderness is 
vast, wildlife patrols aren’t free 
and poaching and habitat loss 
are far more serious threats to 
animal populations than tro¬ 
phy hunting, according to the 
International Union for Con¬ 
servation of Nature. 

Contraiy to popular wis¬ 
dom, hons aren’t technically 
endangered. The IUCN Red List 
hsts the hon as “threatened,” 
meaning some populations are 
thriving while some are not. 
The major risk to the hon as 
a species — the reason their 
population dechned 42 per 
cent from 1993 to 2014 — is 
primarily habitat loss. 

When a rich foreigner 
spends tens of thousands of 
dollars on a hunt, it injects 
that money into national and 
local economies. Money may 
be the root of ah evil, but try 
tehing that to a Zimbabwean 
with kids to look after. 


The money from trophy 
hunts helps pay for the salar¬ 
ies and equipment of wildlife 
conservation officers, who can 
still be outgunned by poachers 
serving a multi-milhon-dohar 
illegal trade in animal parts. 

In some countries the income 
from trophy hunts goes direct¬ 
ly to conservation programs. 

Trophy hunting indirectly 
helps preserve habitat for 
hons and their neighbours — 
cheetahs, leopards, impala and 
so many others. Without this 
commercial incentive, people 
do what people have done for 
millennia: Raze the wilderness 
to create farmland or pasture. 

The Twitterverse can be¬ 
moan the death of one ma¬ 
jestic animal all it wants, but 
until the crushing poverty in 
Africa is addressed and de¬ 
feated, there will always be 
more Cecils.

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Distancing is easier 
than dealing with 
the deeper issues 



It's distancing time. 

First, for Subway and its 
sandwiches. Few things were 
more profitable, once, than 
a slimmed-down Jared Fogle 
holding a tuna footlong. 

But Fogle is pleading guilty 
to child-sex and child-porn 
charges, and child abuse 
doesn't sell sandwiches. 

Subway is scrubbing its 
image clean — taking down 
Fogle's picture in restaurants 
and ending their partnership. 

"We no longer have a 
relationship with Jared and 
have no further comment," 
the fast-food giant tweeted on 
Tuesday. 

It found more to say 
on Wednesday morning, 
after federal prosecutors 
released details of Fogle's 
guilty plea, and the fact he'll 
pay $100,000 to each of 14 
victims. 

"Jared Fogle's actions 
are inexcusable and do not 
represent our brand's values. 
We had already ended our 
relationship with Jared," read a 
company tweet. 

If there's ever a time to 
agree with a corporation, 
it's on the count that Fogle's 
consumption of child pornog¬ 
raphy and his interstate trips 
to have sex with minors do not 
represent Subway's "values". 

Then, for Ashley Madison, 
purveyor of affairs, it's a bit 
of a different dance. The 
company is distancing itself 
from the criminal behaviour of 
hackers who finally dumped 
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the details of 32 million ac¬ 
counts. (It's always kept a safe 
distance from the moral high 
ground.) It's hardly had to 
defend its security practices, 
since hacks have become the 
new norm. 

If you're one of Ashley Madi¬ 
son's millions of unmasked 
affair-seekers, the task of 
distancing yourself from your 
scheming self is trickier. 

It will mostly be a more 
private affair — fewer Twitter 
statements, more head-hang¬ 
ing. Less "We no longer have 
a relationship" and... well, 
maybe a bit of that. 

Ashley Madison devotees 
will need to operationalize 
their "If I'm outed" plans: De¬ 
lete all traces of attempted or 
achieved affairs, secure a mar¬ 
riage counsellor, and gently 
prod friends for a spot on the 
couch. That's assuming public 
shaming is kept to a minimum, 
which might, admittedly, be 
assuming too much. 

For the rest of us, there is 
the final act of distancing. 

By indulging in voyeuristic 
stories of cheating husbands, 
we don't have to look at the 
greater dysfunction of a soci¬ 
ety with million of sexless or 
bad-sex marriages. By turning 
a story of child sexual abuse 
into a story about Subway 
restaurants, we don't have to 
look at the greater network of 
criminals who bring children 
to men like Fogle. 

We have no further com¬ 
ment.

"Goodbye to All That" 

Grilled Peaches with 
Homemade Ricotta 


Makes 6 filled peach halves 

• 3 1/2 cups whole milk 

• 1/2 cup heavy cream 

• 3/4 teaspoon coarse sea 
salt 

• 3 tablespoons fresh 
lemon juice 

• 3 ripe peaches, cut in half 
and pitted 

• 2 tablespoons olive oil, 
plus more for drizzling 

• 2 teaspoons sugar 

• Flaky sea salt (such as 
Maldon), for serving 

• Coarsely ground black 
pepper, for serving 

Pour the milk, cream and 
salt into a large, heavy- 
bottomed pot and cook over 
medium-low heat, stirring 
occasionally, until the tem¬ 
perature reaches190°F on 
a candy thermometer. Re¬ 
move the pot from the heat 
and stir in the lemon juice. 
Allow the mixture to sit for 5 
to 7 minutes before straining 


it through a sieve lined with 
three layers of cheesecloth. 
Let the cheese drain into a 
bowl for 1 to 2 hours. 

Preheat a grill to medium. 

Brush the peaches with 
the olive oil and dust them 
lightly with the sugar. Place 
the peaches, flesh-side 
down, on the grill and cook 
until char marks appear, 
about 2 minutes. Transfer 
the peach halves to bowls 
and spoon the fresh ricotta 
over them. Drizzle the 
ricotta with olive oil and 
sprinkle with flaky sea salt 
and coarse black pepper. 
Serve immediately.

Cara Nicoletti gathered her lit-themed recipes into a memoir, contributed 


A butcher, a baker, a Yummy 
Books blog maker — Cara Nicol¬ 
etti is all that, and the author 
of Voracious: A Hungiy Reader 
Cooks Her Way Through Great 
Books (Little, Brown and Com¬ 
pany, $34, Aug. 18). 

A collection of reci¬ 
pes inspired by litera¬ 
ture, Voracious grew 
out of Nicoletti’s blog 
that in turn was an ex¬ 
tension of a book club 
turned supper club whose 
popularity outgrew her 
modest Brooklyn apartment. 

Although Nicoletti as a kid 
wanted to write fiction and 
moved from her hometown 
of Boston to study literature 
at NYU in 2004, she never im¬ 
agined she would write a book 
about food. 

“To be really honest, I 
thought my blog would only 
be read by my family and my 
closest friends,” Nicoletti says. 
“I never thought it would turn 
into a book.” 

Food is important in her 
family. “My mom’s side is Jew¬ 
ish and my dad’s side is Italian 
and both cultures are food ob¬ 
sessed and really love to gather 
and eat together.” 


But it 
wasn’t until 
Nicoletti started 
working in New York res¬ 
taurants to support herself as 
a student that her appetite for 
making food became as vor¬ 
acious as her hunger for books. 

“It’s very physical work 
that was a nice counterpoint 
to working with my brain all 
day. I really looked forward to 
working with my hands ... to 
see the product of my work in 
a physical way,” says Nicoletti. 
“I really enjoyed doing the two 


things at once. I still do.” 

When asked about food’s in¬ 
fluence on her life, Nicoletti 
laughs. “It’s everything. All day 
long, it’s on my brain.” 

“I spent a lot of years wring¬ 
ing my hands over the fact that 
food is my greatest comfort. 
Food and books are both my 
greatest comfort. I’ll never be 
one of those women who gets 
really worked up and forgets to 
eat. The older I get the more I 
realize that this is not only my 
biggest comfort but the way I 
understand and experience the 
world,” she says. “I never feel 
more like myself than when I’m 


cooking or eating a meal with 
people that I love.” 

Nicoletti’s joy at being in her 
element makes Voracious a feast 
for body and soul. The book 
unfolds as a chronological 
memoir: Nicoletti recalls stories 
from Hansel and Gretel (Ginger¬ 
bread Cake with Blood Orange 
Syrup) to Pride and Prejudice 
(White Garlic Soup) to Gone 
Girl (Brown Butter Crepes). But 
it’s her ability to recreate her 
intimate experience of reading 
books and their role as her muse 
that makes Voracious a collec¬ 
tion to be savoured.

Weeks after its release 
in French, she was contacted 
on Faceboolc by a producer 
interested in buying the film 
rights. 

The adaptation goes into 
production early next year.

Written in clipped, almost 
breathless sentences and 
brief chapters, the suspense 
and physical action is relent¬ 


less until the bombshell end¬ 
ing (which admittedly may 
frustrate some readers.) 

Dumont began writing the 
book, which took her about 
two months, while between 
teaching contracts. 

“I’m not a very social per¬ 
son. I don’t like being around 
a lot of people,” she says. 

“I like to retreat but the 
more I retreated, the less I’d 
see people. 

“That isolation that Emma 
experiences is where I was. 
I was taking my own reality 
to an extreme.” 
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She was also inspired by 
an unlikely source: a passage 
from A Million Little Pieces, 
the 2003 memoir that got au¬ 
thor James Frey booted out 
of Oprah’s book club when it 
was discovered that he falsi¬ 
fied many of its details. 

Dumont was struck by the 
scene in which Frey is about 
to enter a rehab centre once 
again. He thinks that maybe 
this time it will work, and 
his life will be better. 

Dumont says it made her 
imagine a rehab centre for 
people who don’t know how 
to live their lives fully — not 
necessarily for those with 
addictions. 

As all those elements came 
together, and even before 
Dumont started writing the 
manuscript, she knew exactly 
how the story would con¬ 
clude. 

Without giving away any 
spoilers, she teases, “I was 
leaning toward a bad end¬ 
ing but I think readers de¬ 
serve candy at the end. That’s 
what I like when I read.”

AUTHOR INTERVIEW 

When a former lover forgets you: an NY author spills her heart 


Susan Shapiro is used to expos¬ 
ing her heartbreak for the sake 
of art. She’s written 11 books 
(some memoirs), including one 
called Five Men Who Broke My 
Heart, in which she meets up 
with her five ex-boyfriends High 
Fidelity-style asking each one 
what went wrong. 

“I spilled all the secrets of my 
past love, but there was one stoiy 
I could never tell,” Shapiro tells 
us. “Until now.” Shapiro’s twelfth 


book, What’s Never Said, is about 
a poetry student who has an af¬ 
fair with her professor. Years 
later, she attends a book signing 
he is giving, anxiously awaiting 
how he will react to seeing her. 
Only when he does see her, he 
doesn’t remember who she is. 

While the book is fiction, 
Shapiro says it is based on her 
own life; those exact events hap¬ 
pened to her, though she attests 
the professor in question did in 


fact know who she was, he just 
ignored her. “I freaked out. I lit¬ 
erally could not believe it,” she 
says. “Heartbreak is way more 
interesting to write about than 
falling in love,” Shapiro says. 

“It’s kind of a funny problem 
(for me) because I’ve been ex¬ 
tremely happy with the same 
guy for 25 years ... Luckily he 
gave me hell early on.” 

Shapiro, who is a professor 
at New York University and The 


New School, encourages her stu¬ 
dents to use their shameful se¬ 
crets as writing fuel as well. She 
regularly assigns her students to 
write about their most humiliat¬ 
ing secret, usually just one class 
into the semester. “I really don’t 
want to have to wait through 10 
weeks of boring assignments,” 
she says. “I want to know who 
somebody is right away.” 

The results are astounding. “In 
my first class, out of 12 people, 


eight got published and four got 
$1,000,” she says. Some of the 
past topics range from writing 
about being secretly gay, turning 
into a jerk after being sentenced 
to life in a wheelchair, or dating 
a man accused of raping a Har¬ 
vard student. Many of Shap¬ 
iro’s students land book deals 
and Shapiro talks as excitedly 
about her students’ upcoming 
published works as her own.

CANADIAN FASHION 

Quebec-based 
retailer marks 
three decades 
with new line 

As Boutique La Vie en Rose 
marks its 30th anniversary, the 
lingerie and swimwear brand 
has many successes to celebrate 
at a time when Canada’s retail 
sector has faced significant 
struggles. 

The company inked a deal in 
March to buy fellow Quebec- 
based brand Bikini Village. La 
Vie en Rose planned to keep 
the insolvent swimwear chain’s 
48 stores open in Quebec, On¬ 
tario, New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia with an eye toward ex¬ 
pansion across Canada and 
overseas, while closing four 
outlet locations in Quebec. 

The Montreal-based retail¬ 
er has already bolstered its 
global presence with the recent 
launch of its first La Vie en 
Rose location in Panama, and 
discussions to open in India, 
Indonesia and Nigeria. 

This week, the company 
launched its “Celebrating 
women for 30 years” capsule 
collection. 

Featuring a striking colour 
combination of black and blue, 
the anniversary line has sleek 
lingerie styles showcasing lace, 
mesh and lace-up details. Addi¬ 
tional looks will be available 
in September. 

Despite its triumphs, La Vie 
en Rose hasn’t been entirely 
immune from economic pres¬ 
sures, particularly in the face 
of the nosediving loonie.

“It’s a challenge, and I’m 
sure it’s going to be the cherry 
on the top of the challenge for 
retailers in Canada,” president 
and CEO Francois Roberge said 
in a recent phone interview. 

“Now we’re going to need 
to change the retail price. For 
example, maybe instead of sell¬ 
ing PJs for Christmas at $24, 
we’re going to put (them) on 
the market at $29. 

“We have no choice. It’s 
about a question of survival.” 

Canada has seen a growing 
vacuum in the retail landscape 
with the departure of U.S. dis¬ 
count giant Target and the clos¬ 
ures of Mexx, Boutique Jacob 


and Smart Set. 

Roberge said many Canadian 
retailers that have folded or are 


struggling are failing to inte¬ 
grate e-commerce into their 
business models. 


His company has amassed 
around $5 million in online 
purchases this year, with e- 
commerce accounting for three 
per cent of sales. His goal is to 
increase that figure to 10 per 
cent in 2019. 

“It’s veiy important to open 
your mind and to just think of 
the way that you can turn your 
stock. That’s why the web is 
part of that strategy.” 

La Vie en Rose had 23 stores 
when Roberge acquired the 
company two decades ago. It 
currently has 176 locations 
in Canada operating under 
its banners La Vie en Rose, La 
Vie en Rose Aqua and La Vie 


en Rose Outlet, and 95 stores 
in 18 countries. 

Roberge said a key to the 
retailer’s transformation in¬ 
volved developing its own 
brand and shifting away from 
selling the same labels offered 
by department stores. 

The company also decided to 
import directly from China to 
control costs, and to increase 
competitiveness with one-time 
leader La Senza by launching 
stores in Ontario and Quebec. 

Roberge admitted he was 
nervous when U.S. lingerie 
brand Victoria’s Secret entered 
the Canadian market five years 
ago. But as the presence of the 
popular competitor drove traf¬ 
fic to stores, Roberge said La 
Vie en Rose also saw a trickle- 
down boost to its business. 

When Victoria’s Secret 
opened its inaugural Canadian 
location at West Edmonton 
Mall in 2010, the La Vie en 
Rose store at the mall saw a 
20 per cent sales spike, he said. 

Roberge said he’s also seen 
an evolution in customer hab¬ 
its, with clients making season¬ 
al purchases and buying more 
colourful separates, spurring 
their transition from strictly 
basics to a “fashion business.”

Every evening, 14-year-old Kim 
Sung-jin orders fried chicken, 
deliveiy pizza or Chinese food 
to eat in a small room in his 
family’s home south of Seoul. 
He gorges on food as he chats 
before a live camera with hun¬ 
dreds, sometimes thousands, of 
teenagers watching. That’s the 
show, and it makes Kim money: 2 
million won ($1,700) in his most 


successful episode. 

Better known to his viewers 
by the nickname Patoo, he is 
one of the youngest broadcast¬ 
ers on Afreeca TV, an app for 
live-broadcasting video online 
launched in 2006. 

Kim, who has a dehcate phy¬ 
sique and slight limbs, has been 
broadcasting himself eating al¬ 
most every evening since he 


was 11. Sometimes he invites 
friends to eat with him. To add 
fun, he once wore a blonde wig 
and dressed as a woman. 

While the Internet has been 
making stars for years — from 
bloggers to gamers who play for 
millions of YouTube viewers —

Soon kids will 
be saying good¬ 
bye to sunshiny 
days spent 
splashing at the 
pool as back-to- 
school season ap¬ 
proaches — and 
that means it’s 
time to get your 
child’s gear in 
order. 

One essential item guaranteed 
to get a lot of use is the trusty 
backpack. 

From exposure to sloppy 
weather conditions and spills 
to being overstuffed with books, 
gym clothes, food and laptops, 
nevermind getting shoved into 
lockers, cubbies or tossed aside in 
the playground, backpacks need 
to withstand major daily stress. 

Thankfully finding a durable, 
well-engineered backpack that 
reflects your child’s personality 
is easier than ever. 

Before making a decision, here 
are a few helpful tips to consider. 

What to inspect 

Check the quality of zippers, 
pockets, buckles, look for tightly 
stitched seams and make sure 
the spine provides cushioned 
support. 

“Look for padded shoulder 
straps and a vertically adjust¬ 
able sternum strap,” says Jodi 
Weir, technical product develop¬ 
er with Mountain Equipment 
Co-op (MEC). 

“The sternum strap, along 
with the shoulder straps, help 
distribute weight across the 
chest. The sternum strap also 
keeps the shoulder straps in 
place, which means less pres¬ 
sure on shoulder joints. The pack 
should fit snug against the back. 
Of course, kids will readjust as 
they wish. I see a lot of loose fit¬ 
ting backpacks at the end of a 
school day because sometimes 
fitting in trumps a good 
fit.’ 


Size and fit 

Where backpacks 
are concerned, 
choosing the 
right size is es¬ 
sential. 

“The biggest 
mistake I see is 
backpacks that 
are too big,” says 
Weir. “I would 
recommend 


choosing a back¬ 
pack that fits 
your child now, 
instead of buying 
a pack that you 
expect your child 
will grow into.” 

Extra pock¬ 
ets keep smaller 
items, such as 
phones, pens 
and music players 
separate and ac¬ 
cessible, and side 
pockets are great 

for storing water bottles. 

Most experts agree that kids 
shouldn’t cany more than 10 to 
12 per cent of their body weight. 
Using the main compartment to 
store heavier items such as lap¬ 
tops and books helps distribute 
the weight evenly, causing less 
strain on the back. 

“Although it’s not always pos¬ 
sible, we recommend placing 
heavier items in the middle of 
the backpack instead of at the 
bottom or top,” says Weir. 

It is smart to select backpacks 
in person to test for proper fit 
and make sure it’s spacious 
enough to hold all of the neces- 
saiy supplies. 

Material 

Synthetic materials such as poly¬ 
ester and nylon are more water 
resistant than natural fibres. 

Backpacks can quickly get 
overloaded, so choosing a light¬ 
weight material is ideal. While 
a leather backpack may look 
stellar, it may not be the most 
practical choice.

Jeff Francoeur and Andres 
Blanco also homered for Phila¬ 
delphia, which snapped a four- 
game losing streak. 

“It was awesome” Altherr 
said. “It was good to be out 
there and get that first hit out 
of the way. I hope I can just 
keep producing up here and 
helping the team win.” 

Utley did a lot of winning 
with the Phillies, but didn’t con¬ 
tribute Wednesday even though 
he was in uniform and in the 
dugout.

Brooke Henderson believes the 
time she spent between the pipes 
growing up can give her a big 
assist this week as she tries to be¬ 
come the first Canadian in more 
than 40 years to win Canada’s 
national women’s golf cham¬ 
pionship. 


Before she turned to golf, 
Henderson was a hockey goal- 
tender. The 17-year-old from 
Smiths Falls, Ont., will take 
some of the mental toughness 
she learned on the ice into this 
week’s $2.25-million US Can¬ 
adian Pacific Women’s Open in 
Coquitlam, B.C. 

“To be a goalie you have to 
be a little bit strange, a little bit 
odd,” said Henderson, prompting 
laughs during a news conference. 
“I think that has really helped 
me along the way mentally pre¬ 
paring for not only professional 
golf, but golf in general. 


Henderson was thrust into 
the spotlight this week after 
winning her first LPGA event 
with an eight-stroke victoiy Sun¬ 
day at the $1.3-million US Cam- 
bia Portland Classic. That made 
her the first Canadian to win 
an LPGA event since Lorie Kane 
of Charlottetown in 2001. She 
also is the Tour’s third-youngest 
champion ever at 17 years 11 
months six days. 

The win prompted the LPGA 
to grant Henderson full mem¬ 
bership on Tuesday, meaning 
she won’t have to play Monday 
qualifying tournaments for the 


rest of the season. She faced hav¬ 
ing to qualify because she had 
exhausted all six of her spon¬ 
sor’s exemptions previously 
this season. Gaining her tour 
membership on the eve of her 
national tournament was special 
for Henderson. 

“I don’t think it could have 
worked out any better,” she said. 
“I’m pretty far from my home 
but still in Canada with all the 
Canadian support and fans.” The 
last Canadian to win an LPGA 
Tour event on home soil was 
Jocelyne Bourassa in 1973.

Judge says Brady’s suspension could be scrapped 


Tom Brady might have reason 
to practice more intensely after 
a federal judge made clear Wed¬ 
nesday that the NFL’s four-game 
suspension of the New England 
Patriots quarterback over “De- 
flategate” is in jeopardy. 

U.S. District Judge Richard 
M. Berman, who’s been asked 
by NFL Players Association to 
void the suspension, warned a 
league lawyer during oral argu¬ 
ments that there was precedent 
forjudges to toss out penalties 


issued by arbitrators in the scan¬ 
dal over underinflated footballs. 

Berman continued to push 
for a settlement in the dis¬ 
pute — a potential result he 
called “rational and logical.” 
But throughout the hearing, he 
also cited several weaknesses in 
the way the NFL handled the 
controversy that could become 
the basis for handing a victoiy 
to Brady. 

After the hearing, Berman 
met behind closed doors with 


both sides for more than an 
hour before the lawyers left 
court, saying the judge asked 
them not to discuss the nego¬ 
tiations publicly. If there is no 
deal, the Manhattan judge has 
said he hopes to rule by Sept. 
4, six days before the Patriots 
host the Pittsburgh Steelers in 
the NFL’s season-opening game. 

Neither Brady nor NFL Com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell was 
in court Wednesday. Brady re¬ 
turned to Patriots practice after 


participating in negotiations 
with Goodell a day earlier. 

The league announced in May 
that it was suspending Brady 
over allegations he conspired 
with two Patriots equipment 
employees to deflate footballs 
below what league rules allow 
to give him a competitive edge 
in New England’s victoiy over 
the Indianapolis Colts in Janu- 
aiy’s AFC championship game. 
Goodell, who by contract can 
act as an arbitrator for labour
